Factional differences will of course 
arise in any event, but the commis­ 
sion form of government Is a step for­ 
ward in civic development and our 
own experience is that a very nwich 
improved condition of affairs has re­ 
sulted since we adopted it. 
I his city has been particularly for­ 
tunate in the selection of its council, 
which has been composed of our very 
hest men, and. under its management'. 
we have acquired the ownership of 
our water plant and also the means 
tor an inexhaustible supply of water; 
our streets have been improved bv 
the building of sidewalks, while Main 
street and several avenue* leading to 
it have been paved, and in general a 
spirit of progress and development 
has resulted. 


"All this might have been accom­ 
plished under the aldermanic system 
hut H seems that under the commis­ 
sion form a closer business pact is 
established and an individual respon- 
siMUty assumed which does not seem 
Possible under the other, resulting in 
a roader development and more satis- 
tactory conditions for the people.

Being anxious of ascertaining the ex­ 
act facts in the matter, tell editor of 


the News went to Holdenville Satur­ 
day afternoon for the purpose of get­ 
ting information first hand. The new 
form took effecr about a year ago, 
and although the writer talked with 


the most representative men of the 
city no.t one was found w'lio would 
talk for a minute about going back 
to the old form. One man said that I 
the only thing he could object to un­ 
der the present form was the fact I 
that commissioners were inclined to 
be too economical. 
The charter of Holdenville provides 
for three 
commissioners 
with 
the 
same official designations as those in 
the Ada charter. They are paid a sal­ 
ary of $1,200 each. The writer asked 
particularly about the additional help 
employed and found That the entire 
force of assistants consisted of jus! 
one man, who for a salary of $60 per 
month acts as clerk for 
all 
three, 
aids with collections and other duties. 
That does not well match the fairy 
tales that have been 
told 
at 
Ada 
about the great clerical force that the 
commissioners will em play. Of course 
the new system has been in force for 
only a year, but the results accom­ 
plished during this time have been 
sufficient to give the people of the 
city ample confidence and pride in its 
achievements. 
The writer called at the city hall 
and interviewed L. Walker, city attor­ 
ney, and \V. R. Scott, commissioner of 
finance. Air. Walker gave a glowing 
account of what the commissioners 
had done. When they took charge they 
found an old warrant indeftedness of 
$10,800 with pending claims amoum- 
ing to $2,3(H) more.

IO and 20 per cent discount, yet, in 
this short period of time tho credit of 
the city has berm restored and con­ 
fidence has been created to an ex­ 
tent that every bank in Holdenville 
takes up the warrants at par ,a state­ 
ment borne out by the bankers them­ 
selves. “The great trouble under the 
aldermanic form,’ ‘ said Mr. Walker, 
was that the work and responsibili­ 
ty was so badly scattered 
that

was not looked after properly. Often 
it was impossible to get a quorum of 
the council, and even

hard to get action. 
Now since the 
commissioners have

eharge, 
they are always right there on the

we have acquired the ownership of 
our water plant and also the means 
for an inexhaustible supply of water; 
our streets have been improved by 
he building of sidewalks, while XTain 
street and several avenuee leading to 
t have been paved, and in general a 
spirit of progress and development 
has resulted. 


"All 
tbi^ might have been accom- 


plished under the aldermanic system, 
but it seems that under the commis- 
sion form a closer business pact is 
established and an individual respon- 
sibility assumed which does not seem 
possible under the other, resulting in 
broader development and more satis- 
factory conditions for the people. 


"1 have only dealt in generalities 


in this letter, and .without any critic- 
ism to your present form of govern, 
ment, believe that you will make a 
mistake if you fail to take advantage 
of the opportunity to try out the com- 
mission form.

Dear Sir and Friend- — Your letter 


of recent date at hand and contents 
noted.

1. Quicker action on anything can 


be had with the commission form. 


2. Responsibility can

located as each member of the board 
has his own department, this cannot 
be done under the committee plan. 


3. Business methods can be ap- 


plied to city government under the 
commission form which can never be 
applied ur ler the old form. 


4. You can get better and more ef- 


ficient service from men who devote 
their whole time to city affairs than 
from men who draw practically no 
pay and give but little time to city 
business. 


5. Politics can come nearer being 


eliminated from city affairs under the 
new form than from under the old. 


6. As far as 1 know no city has 


ever gone back to the old way after 
a thorough trial of the new, and those 
cities under the new form are in a 
better condition than those under Che 
old. 


Ardmore is not dissatisfied with the 


commission form by a good majority 
and those -who may favor a return to 
old ways are generally those who 
have lost political prestige and are 
against the administration in power 
Any person who is familiar with con- 
ditions in Ardmore now compared to 
what they .'have been heretofore is 
forced to believe that the change has 
ben benflcial in every way. Any sys 
tern of government, however, depends 
for Its success largely upon the men 
elected to public office.

Ever since the fight for commission 


government opened 
the opposition 


has very generally admitted that al- 
though it might be 'preferable to the 
aldei naivic form in large cities, in 
smaller places it is necessarily a fail- 
ure on account of the added expense. 
Being anxious of ascertaining the ex- 
act facts in the matter, teh editor of 
the New* went to Holdenvllle Satur- 
day afternoon foi ihe purpose of get- 
ting information first hand. The new 
form took effect about a year ago, 
and although the writer talked \\ ith 
the most representative men of Ihe 
city no.t one was found who would 
talk for a minute about going back 
to the old form. One man said that 
the only thing he could object to un- 
der the present form was the fact 
that commissions s were inclined to 
be too economical. 


The charter of 'Holdenville provides 


for three1 
commissioners with the 


same official designations as those in 
the Ada charter. They are paid a sal- 
ary of $1,200 each. The writer asked 
particularly about the additional help 
employed and found that the entire

Ot course 
the new system has been in force for 
only a year, but the results accom- 
plished during this time have been 
sufficient to give the people of the 
city ample confidence and pride in its 
achievements. 


The writer called at the city hall 


and interviewed L. Walker, city attor- 
ney, and W. R. Scott, commissioner of 
finance. Mr. Walker gave a glowing 
account of what the commissioners 
had done. When they took charge they 
found an old warrant indeftedness of 
'$10,800 with pending claims amount- 
ing to $2,300 more. The city war- 
rants were a drug on the market at 
10 and 20 per cent discount, yet, in 
this short period ot time the credit of 
the city has been restored and con- 
fidence has been created to an ex- 
tent that every bank in Holdenville 
takes up the wat rants at par ,a state- 
ment borne out by the bankers them- 
selves. "The great trouble under the 
aldermanlc form,' ' said Mr. Walker, 
"was Chat the work and responsibili- 
ty was so badly scattered 
that 
it 


was not looked after properly. Often 
it was impossible to get a quorum of 
the council, and even 
then it 
was 


bard to get action. Now since the 
commissioners have 
taken 
charge, 


they are always right there on the 
job and with the entire responsibili- 
ty on their shoulders, they know they 
must act and they never 
hesitate. 


The commissioners work 
hand 
in 


hand with the chamber of commerce 
and some effective results are being 
brought about." . 


Mr. Scott with becoming modest} 


did not boast of the work of him- 
self and colleagues, but gave a feu 
results Accomplished. iNot only 'did 
they mate provision for taking care 
of the city's back indebtedness, but 
they also managed to reduce the tax 
levy very materially. Last year un- 
der aldermanic form the 
city and 


school tax rate totaled 22 1-4 mills 
This year it is 15 1-2 mills, and the 
city is not running behind, either. As 
an example of their economical ad- 
ministration, the commissioners man- 
aged to get a new contract out of the 
light company whereby the city now 
pays $2,000 per 
annum for 
lights 


against $2,700 under the old regime. 
The water department wae in bad 
shape, many being 
two and even 


three years delinquent. The commis- 
sioners tost no .time In collecting up 
ttito back rent. Tie waterworks sys- 
tem !• now in splendid shape, declar- 
ed both Mr. Walker and Mr. Scott, 
and for the first time in history is 
more than self-sustaining. Even the 
dog tax ordinance has been enforced, 
amd instead of about $40 under the 
old form, the commtosloners have al- 
ready collected $145 and killed ,>«

"Let 
rhem fight as we were allowed to 
fight <dnring our civil war. Think of 
what would have happened 
foreign tuower had attempted 
vene in our war, 
- 


"if the army should enter Mexican 


soil, i't would be 50 years before it 
would come out. It WGiiW mean 250,. 
ODD men in the field, and even then 
it would be an endless process to sub- 
due the country. We might take Mex- 
ico City with 50,000 troops ;but what 
good would that do? Madero has Mex- 
co City now, but there is *till fight- 
ing in Mexico.
